ENDOWED FUND AGREEMENT 

I. ESTABLISHMENT 

The Rotary Club of Toronto Charitable Foundation (hereinafter "the Charity) hereby 
agrees to establish the Pauline Hill ENDOWMENT FUND ("Fund") per the terms of 
this agreement with an opening gift of $10,000 received from Welcome Wagon Ltd. 

II. PURPOSE 

The Purpose of this Fund shall be: 

"To support charitable initiatives that address the well being of children 
prenatal to age 6 and needy mothers who are receiving public assistance. 



III. DONOR(S) 

History of the Donor, Welcome Wagon 

Welcome Wagon was founded by an enterprising newspaper man, Thomas 
Winston Briggs, in Memphis, Tennessee in June 1928. He felt the spirit of the 
tradition of the old West of greeting and welcoming wagon trains could be 
revived in the 20 century 

The Canadian Welcome Wagon began in Vancouver in 1930. Today, there are 
1200 women from Newfoundland to Vancouver Island helping new residents to 
feel comfortable in their new communities. Welcome Wagon also has 
programmes for people who are experiencing other lifestyle changes such as 
having a baby, getting mamed, becoming grandparents, new executives and 
owning or managing a business. 

hi 1979, the Canadian Welcome Wagon company was purchased from Gillette of 
Boston by a group of Canadian managers led by Pauline Hill. It then became 
wholly Canadian owned and operated. In 2004~ the 25 th anniversary of the 
Canadian company will be celebrated. 2005 will mark the 75 lh anniversary of 
Welcome Wagon’s founding. 
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IV. FUNDING 



This Endowment shall be funded with the following: 

1. An opening cash gift of $10,000 from Welcome Wagon Ltd. in 
recognition of Pauline Hill’s 50 years of dedication and service. 



Gifts that are sent to this fund in recognition of Pauline Hill throughout 
her lifetime. 



Memorial and tribute giving designated to this fund. 



Any other gifts or bequests that Pauline Hill or other persons may 
designate for this purpose. 

V. INVESTMENT 

The donor(s) intend(s) that the property contributed for this Fund, or other property 
substituted for it, shall be held and invested by the Charity as a permanent endowment 
unless the purpose is amended in accordance with Article VH, but in no case shall the 
contributed property, or property substituted for it, be held for a period of less than ten 
years, in accordance with Section 1 49. 1 ( 1 )(e)(i) of the Income Tax Act. 

The income earned on the endowment shall be used annually for the purposes authorized 
by this agreement. The investment, management, and expenditure of all funds shall be in 
accordance with the Charity’s policies and procedures. 

VI. ADMINISTRATION 



The principal of this endowment shall be retained, administered and managed by The 
Rotary Club of Toronto Charitable Foundation. The distributed income shall be used for 
the purposes described in Article II. 




VII. AMENDMENT 



This agreement" may be amended by the mutual consent of the Charity and Pauline Hill 
during her lifetime. 

If changed circumstances should at some future time make it impractical to continue 
using the income from this endowment for the designated purpose, and the donor(s) 
either is (are) not living or not able to consent to an amendment, then the Chanty mav 
redesignate the purpose of the endowment income, providing that the Fund shall continue 
to bear the name(s) of “Pauline Hiir and the amended terms shall adhere as closely as 
possible to the donor(s)' original intent for this Fund. 3
